Sections 80 and 94 of the labor law make 
it a misdemeanor to lock or bolt doors in 
factories while empfoyes are at work. or 
to provide less than a reasonable number 
of exits, or to have doors that open in- 
ward when it is practicable to have them 
open outward. Sections 1,050 and 1,052 of 
the Penal Code provide that persons’ who 
cause the loss of iife while engaged in 
such violations of the law as constitute 
misdemeanors shall be guilty of man- 
slaughter in the first or second degree. 

In two identical indictments against 
Harris & Blanck they are charged with 
first-degree manslaughter, and in two 
more the charge is second-degree man- 
Slaughter. The maximum penalty for 
first-degree manslaughter is twenty years, 
and for second degree ten years. 


Other Indictments Expected. 


The indictments returned did not ter- 


minate the Grand Jury's work. Two 
more, and possibly three more, phases 
of the investigation are to be considered 
involving public officials and the owners 
of the Asch Building. Judge O’Sullivan, 
after hearing the Grand Jurors, sent 
them back to the task of investigation 
with this bit of admonition and praise:

GETS DAMAGES FOR ‘MUGGING’ 


Victory Over the Police, Though the 
Verdict Is for Only Six Cents. 


The practice of “ mugging" prisoners 
before they have been convicted was con- 
demned by a jury in the Supreme Court. 
Brooklyn, yesterday. An award of dam- 
ages in the sum of 6 cents was made to a 
man who sued several police officials who 
had photographed and measured him for 
the police records before he had been 
tried on the charge against him. 

The complainant was William Tracy 
and the defendants Detective W. L. Bros- 
nan, Arthur Sheppard, the photographer 
at Brooklivn Police Headecuarters. and 
Lieut. Walter Betts, in char@e of the 
Bertillion Rureau. Tracy was arrested in 
January, 1909. by Brosnan. charged with 
a petty offense. He was taken to Head- 
quarters and there photographed and 
measured. When arraigned in court Tracv 
was exonerated and discharged. He sued 
the defendants for $10,000 each, alleging 
that the act of ‘‘ mugging’’ him consti- 
Tracy also sued Police 
Commissioner Bingham for $25,000, 
this complaint was dismissed.

A QUART OF BLOOD 


100 in Line Before Hospital 
Which Offered $25 for One Who 
Would Give from His Veins. 


EIGHT CANDIDATES ELIGIBLE 





Choice Came Down to Two—Successful 
One Said After the Operation That | 
it Was Easily Earned Money, 





More than 100 people answered the ad- 
vertisement of Mount Moriah Hospital 
in East Second Street offering $25 to the 
one who would yield a quart of his blood 
in a transfusion operation on Mrs, Rosie 
Reisier of 298 Stone Avenue, Brooklyn, 
Although the advertisement plainly called 
for men only, there was one woman 
among the applicants. She said that she 
needed the money badiy and that her 
physical condition was as good as that of 
any man, 

When the porter of the hospital went 


there was a long line of men waiting out- 
side. Many of them were longshoremen, 
who said that by coming early they 
wouldn’t miss a day’s pay if their services 
were not needed. It was 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon, however, before Supt. Spector 
had made the last examination. 

Selection was made on the basis of the 
physical condition of the man, and Supt. 
Spector said that he tried to select the ap- 
plicant whose blood corresponds most 
nearly to that of the patient. 

Eight men were found eligible, and were 
placed under examination a second time. 
Of these, two were found to be almost 
equally qualified. One was Julius Phillips 
of 265% Penn Street, Brooklyn. He said 
that he was married and had two chil- 
dren, and had been out of work for two 
months. His wife, he said, had objected 
to his coming, but he had come neverthe- 
legs. The doctors declared him a perfect 
physical specimen, but asatill they feared 
the consequences to him. The other man 
said he was single and that he had no 
family responsibilities. He gave his name 
as George.A. Allen of 107 Nassau Street, 
Brooklyn, a shipping clerk, and said that 
months. He was selected for the opera- 
tion. 


Nearly all of the applicants told etories 
of hard luck, and most of them, accord- 
ing to Supt. Spector, were Germang. Few 
of them would have been physically able 
to spare a quart of blood, some of them 
appearing as fit subjects for the hospital. 
One of .them said that he had given a 
quart of blood to save the ilfe of a dying 
woman in Mount Sinai Hospital three 
months ago, and that he was again out of 
funds. But the condition of his blood did 
not warrant a second transfusion. An- 
other said that he simply Wanted to get 
rid of an oversupply of blood, but an 
examination revealed evidences of serious 
kidney trouble, and this man left the hos. 
pital very much frightened. 

When one of the Trustees of the hospital 
heard of the extraordinary rush of desti- 
tute men at the hospital he telephoned an 
order to give each applicant 50 cents as

PASSOVER BEGINS TO-NIGHT. 








Special Observances of the Jewish 
“Feast of Unleavened Bread.” 


The: celebration of Pesach, the Jewish 
Feast of the Passover, will commence this 
evening and continue for tight days. This 
évening and to-morrow morning there will 
be special festival services in all the Jew- 
ish places of worship. In the orthodox 


Synagogues there will also be services on |! 


Thursday evening and Friday morning. 


Although the festival continues for eight | 


days, only the first two days and the last 
two are of special import to the Orthodox 
Jews, while with those who have accepted 
the modern, or reform dispensation, the 
first and the last day are the only ones 
celebrated, 

Passover is the Spring festival of the 
Jews, and in ancient times was the first 
of the three great pilgrim feasts, when 
the people of Israel gathered from the 
remotest sections of the Holy Land and 
went up to Jerusalem to offer their thank 
offerings at the Temple. It begins on the 
fourteenth or of the month of Nissan, 
the first month of the secular year 6f the 
Hebrews, and was ordained: to commem- 
orate the redemption of the children of 
Israel from their bondage in the land of 
Egypt, where they had been held as slaves 
for more than 400 years. In the celebra- 
tion of this event, of such importance to 
the ancient Jews, a special service known 
as the ‘‘Seder’’ takes place in the home 
of every orthodox Jew, and even in the 
homes of many reform Jews, on the first 
evening of the festival. This service is 
subsequent to and entirely independent of 
the synagogue service. Before this Seder 
service {s begun the dwellings of the or- 
thodox Jews are thoroughty cleaned and 
searched for any leaven bread, which, if 
found, is destroyed, for no orthodox Jew 
is permitted to eat any bread or other 
leavened food during the elght days set 
apart for the celebration of the Passover. 
The place of bread is taken by @ specially 
prepared and baked cake known ag “* Mat- 
sos,’ consisting of flour and water only, 
without any leavening. ingredient. From 
this usage the festival has also been 
termed “ ’Hag-a-Matsos,”’ or the Feast of 
Unieavened Bread, and the exclusive use 
of unleavened bread had its origin from 
an incident of the exodus from Egypt. 

The departure of the Israelites from 
Egypt was so hurried that as the Bible 


Says; 

“And they baked unleavened cakes of 
the dough which they brought forth out 
of Egypt; for it was not leavened, because 
thev were thrust out of Egypt, and could 
not tarry; neither had they prepared for 
themselves any victuals.’’ 

On the evening of the Seder celebration 
the entire household gathers about the 
table on which are displayed a dish of 
‘* Matsos,”’ a roasted bone of a lamb com- 
memorative of the sacrifice of the Paschal 
Lamb, and a dish of bitter herbs, to sym- 
bolize the bitter oppression inflicted upon 
the Jewish people by their Egyptian task- 
masters. The “ Hagada,” containing a 
narrative of the captivity in Egypt and 
the miraculous deliverance of the Israe- 
lites from bondage under the leadership 
of Moses, is recited by the head of the 
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household, after which the evening repast 
is disposed of.

He was no longer dressed like a coal heaver 
but had a clean-shaven chin and trimmed 
mustache and wore a straw hat and dark 
clothes. He had a spot on his right cheek 
@s large as a five-lire piece stained with 
nitrate of silver, 

I only caught a fleeting glimpse of him, 
but as it was at Vasto I believe that he is 
hiding scmewhere near Poggis Reale. I 
beg you to preserve the utmost secrecy, be- 
cause this fellow is capable of killing me 
for he is capable of anything and would 
end it all—since he has said to those whom 
he has met that it would be difficult to 
capture him. I write you simply that you 
may be ready to recognize him. Yesterday 
I wrote you another letter. With the great- 
est esteem, I am your very devoted, 

(Signed) GIACOMO ASCRITTORE. 

P. S.—I have only to repeat that you ought 
to follow his sister. 

Signor Cavaliere, this notice I send in 
regard to his stained face you should not 
let be known so that he might be recognized 
by scme ‘‘ reporter °’ before his arest, other- 
wise he micht kill me, for I alone have 
seen him.

VICTORIA, B. C., April 11.—Nearly 
every woman on board the wooden steamer 
Iroquois, which foundered yesterday near 
Sidney, Vancouver Island, was drowned. 

Penned in the deckhouse of the boat, 


five or six women asatruggied while the 
sea broke in. One elderly woman was 
seen helplessly lying on the cushions of 
the saloon seat. Two others were beat- 
ing against the glass of the saloon win- 
dows when the survivors clambered out 
to struggle up the side to the dock. Har- 
ry Hartnall, brother of the drowned 
steward, was seen adrift on a door, and 
was rescued by Indians. At Coal Island, 
the sea cast up the body of Miss Isabel 
Fenwick. She had no life preserver, and 
had tried to reach shore on a mattress, 
to which her hand still clung. 

Harry §. Moss, a passenger, lay on the 
wreck of the house with Mate Isbister, 
John Bennett, and an unknown passenger, 
drifting about for two hours. The sea 
washed the ‘ken deckhouse against 
Mary Island, and the mate jumped ashore 
with a rope and pulled Bennett and Moss 
ashore.

He came 
under the surveillance of the United 
States authorities, because it was believed 
that the real object of the expedition was 
to filibuster on the coast of Venezuela, 
which was then having troubles with 
Castro.

His trip 
was brought to a sudden close by two 
collisions off the shore of Long Island. 
which nearly sank his yacht and forced 
him to return to New York, where a Dep- 
uty Sheriff seized the Taormina on a $300 
grocer’s judgment. 
Brandreth and his fiancée, Miss Fidith 
Hill Armstrong, were badly injured in an 
automobile accident in June, 1909, and 
were married while still suffering from 
their injuries at Monroe, N, Y., on June 
15, 1909. The ceremony was preceded by 
the moving of the beds of the bride and 
bridegroom into the same room, followed

LONDON, April 11.—Copies of a report 
on the cost of living in American cities, 
based on inquiries made in twenty-eight 
representative towns by officials of the 
British Board of Trade, were circulated 
in Parliament this evening. 

The report makes a voluminous budget 
of 583 pages, and covers the questions of 
working-class rents, housing, retail prices 
of con. modities, and rates of wages in the

countries. The conclusions reached are: 
“The cost of food and rent combined 


that'is 52 per cent. greater in the United 


States than in England and Wales, but

The report adds that this ratio of 
money earnings, more than two and one- 
quarter times as great as in England and 
Wales, ‘‘ makes possible a command of 
the necessaries, conveniences, and minor 
luxuries of life that is both nominally 
and really greater than that enjoyed by 
the woman, Arg re class in this country, 
although the effective margin in practice 
is curtailed by a scale of expenditure to 
some extent nécessarily, and to some 6x- 
tent voluntarily, adopted in accordance 
with the different and higher standard of 
material comfort.”’

BALLOON FLIES 600 MILES. 


Lieut. Honeywell Lands at Little Rock, 
Falling to Break Lahm Record. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., April 11.—Lieut. H. B. 
Honeywell of the Missouri Signal Corps, 
who with his ald, J. W. Tolland, started 
at 6:35 Monday night from San Antonio, 
Texas, in an effort to lift the Lahm Cup 
and break the world’s long-distance bal- 
loon record, has descended safely at Little 
Rock, Ark., after traveling through the 
air over 600 miles. Thus he failed to 
break the Lahm record. 

Lieut. Honeywell and Mr. Tolland sent 


the following dispatch te the Aero Club 
of St. Louis: 

Landed fifteen miles south of Léttie Rock, 
Ark., at 1:30 P. M. to-day. 

Throughout Tuesday we gatled through 
favorable air currents, but exhausted them 
at altitude of 10,000 feet. We headed south 
with thirty sacks of ballast. We left San 
Antonio with forty-seven. 

We encountered rain, thunder and light- 
ning in the clouds all last night, 

The balloon passed northward over Hot 
Springs, Ark., 582 miles from San Antonio, 
at 10 o’clock this morning, according to a 
dispatch to St. Louis, It then appeared to 
be 1,200 feet above the earth, and was 
traveling at about 40 miles an hour. 

When the start was made in the rain at 
San Antonio on Monday evening the big 
gas bag shot off in fine shape, sailing to 
the west. The wind was then blowing 80 
The balloon was so bal- 
lasted that it immediately arose to a 
height of 2,000 feet, where the experience 
the two balloonists, Harman and 
Asman, had shown that the best currents 
north and northeast were to be found.

Dr. J. L. Elliott Tells Federation for 
Child Study of Present Evils. 


The dilettante spirit gives the most 
trouble in life, Dr. John Elliott told the 
Federation for Child Study at its meeting 
in the Ethical Culture Society Building 
yesterday afternoon. ~- 

“I asked a boy once,” said Dr. Elliott, 
“what he considered a good job. He 
knew. ‘One where you can sit down a 
good deal,’ he answered. Now life is not 
one long holiday; it’s a Pretty serlous 
kind of a thing, but what a great many 
people are looking for in it 4s a job where 
‘you can sit down a good deal.’ You go 
up to Bellevue and see the alcoholic pa- 
tients. Those are the people who have 
been sitting down a good deal. So are 
the people vou will find in the insane 
ward over on the island. Go down to the 
midnight breadline some time. Those are 
not bad men; they were easy going.

“ Children should be made to have a 
feeling of responsibility in the family, 
that they are a part of it, and should 
learn to understand the burdens their 
parents have to bear.

The report of the Long Island Railroad 
Company for “910, made public yesterday, 
shows a deficit of $328,562, as compared 
with a surplus of $316,780 in 1909. Opergt- 
ing revenues showed an increase of $8I8,- 
720 and operating expenses of $1,021,420. 
The total net revenue was $3,112,295, a 
decrease of $333,558. Taxes increased 
$53,916 and rentals $35,028. The gross In- 
come was $2,470,273, a decrease of $428,- 
060, and the fixed charges were $2,798,836, 
an increase of $217,282. 
Peters says in his report: 

“The large increase in operating ex- 
penses was due chiefly to the general ad- 
vance in wages made during the year, also 
to the increased train service due to the 
opening of the Pennsylvania Station and 
extension of service into New York.

Admits Writing Letter to Newspaper 
Criticising His Superiors. 





Policeman William Sherry, who caused

jteounsel had not appeared. Then Attor- 


ney John Hill, representing ex-Assistant 
District Attorney Robert H. Roy, counsel 
for the policeman, got an adjournment 
until Tuesday. 

In his letter to the newspapers Sherry 
asserted that it was a pity that a patrol- 
man had to witness the cemmission of a 
crime before he could make an arrest, 
and that it was a disgrace that the wo- 
men of this city could not depend upon 
the police for protection.

‘become demoralized under its present 
heads.

terial Now Stored There. 








PAINT SHOP DOWNSTAIRS 





Just Below Floor Where Invaluable 
Records Are Kept—Better Fire- 


Fighting Equipment Demanded. 





An order to Borough President Mc- 
Angny to remove from the basement of 
the County Court House inflammable ma- 
terials which threaten the valuable pub- 
lic records of New York County and the 
lives of all persons whose business re- 
quires them to frequent the building was 
issued yesterday by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Leonard A. Giegerich, Chairman of 
the Court House Committee of the Coun- 
ty Judiclary. 

The order also directs that the Borough 
President shall at once provide the Court 
House with adequate fire-fighting facill- 
ties, in which the Judges found, after a 
searching investigation, it is dangerous- 
ly lacking. 

On the floor below which are kept 
public records which could not be re- 
placed in case of fire Supreme Court 
Justice McCall, who made a tour of the 
building on Monday, found a paint shop, 
an oil room, a carpenter’s shop, and a 
storage warehouse filled with all sorts 
of combustible materials. In the oil room 
were kegs of oil, varnish, paint, benzine, 
and turpentine, and oil barrels were 
found in the corridors.

POLICE WITNESSES TO-DAY 





Grand Jury Will Investigate Burglary 
Records—Haberdashers Tell of 
Losses by Theft. 





The special Grand Jury which has been 
investigating crime .conditions in conjunc- 
tion with the Washington Place fire will 
begin to-day to give its entire attention 
to the crime inquiry. To-day will be spent 
in going over the records of burglaries, 
hold-ups, and other crimes, many of which 
have been dealt with in the regular police 
reports and many more of which have 
been entered only in the secret books at 
Police Headquarters. ‘ 

It was decided yesterday to put George 
Gordon Battle, Special Assistant District 
Attorney, in entire charge of this case, 
and he will present the evidence to the 
Grand Jury. Mr. Battle denied yesterday 
that there was any truth in the reports of 
friction between himself and Assistant 
District Attorney Frank Moss. 

“YT am working in perfect harmony with 
the District Attorney's office,’’ said Mr. 








| 
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Battle, ‘‘and I cannot imagine how such 
a report originated. Why, District Attor- 


ney Whitman complimented me last 
on the progress that has been made. The 
O’Brien case will be taken up in good 
time, and it will be thoroughly investi- 
gated. This pt om will be thor- 
ough in every particular.”’ 

Nutmerous olted witnesses will be called 
to-day, including Lieut. Henry Frank of 
the Central Office, who has charge of the 
statistics of the Detective Bureau. He 
will be questioned about the number of 
arrests as compared with the number of 
complaints, and along any other line that 
the statistics he has been subpoenaed to 
bring may suggest. It is the intention of 
Mr. Moss .to find out whether the citi- 
zens are receiving proper police protec- 
tion.

Federal Court Declines to. lesue Ine 
junction Easing Application of Law. 


Judge’Lacombe in the Federal Court yes- 
terday: refused to grant a temporary in- 
junction restraining Mayor:Gaynor and 
Herman Robinson, Commissioner of the 
Bureau of Licenses, from .enforcing the 
new employment agency law against the 
United Booking Offices of America. The 
law was passed by the Legislature in 1910 
and provided that all theatrical booking 
agencies should come under some rules of 
a regular employment agency, partic- 


ularly in regard to statements being filed, 
contracts, and fees charged. 

Judge Lacombe said that he was not 
persuaded that the complainant’s~ busi- 
ness would sustain substantial or irre- 
parable loss by complying with the terms 
of the statute until its validity could be 
determined at a final hearing. 

‘‘When the various employers, actors 
and vaudeville shows,’ said he, “ find 
that they cannot obtain the services of 
complainant or of any other agency in 
this State except upon furnishing the in- 
formation which Section 180 not unrea- 
sonably requires, they will probably be 
willing to do so. There may be some tem- 
porary shrinkage in the complainant’s 
business, but its extent is problematical.” 
Henry W. Taft appeared as counsel for 
the United Booking Company. 

Denis F, O’Brien and M. L. Malevinsky, 
attorneys for the White Rats of America 
and many individual theatrical and vaude- 
ville performers, have filed charges 
against Commissioner Robinson with the 
Mayor for not enforcing the provisions of 
the employment agency law and ask that 
he be removed. 

Lawyer Malevinsky said yesterday that 
he expected the Mayor to act upon the 
charges, now that Judge Lacombe has de- 
tec, | that the provisions of the law must 
stand. 


WHAT YOU CAN BRING IN FREE 


Treasury Department Issues a Circular 
for All incoming Passengers. 








A new circular has just been issued by 
the United States Treasury Department 
at Washington, telling wnat articles can 
be brought in free of duty by tourists to 


the amount of $100 and what are dutiable 
under the new ruling. These circulars 
will be issued shorts to the various 
steamship agents in this city for distri- 
bution on board the Atlantic liners, and 
the customs authorities hope this to save 
a lot of trouble.. The circular says: 


Residents of the United States must de- 
clare all eoods bought abroad whether used 
Or unused and their foreign value when 
purchased, in United States currency. The 
following goods are free under $100 when 
not for sale or for other persons outside 
the in:mediate relatives of the passenger: 
Clothing, toilet articles, personal adorn- 
ments, jewelry, cameras, canes, ficid, opera, 
and marine glasses; golf sticks, guns, mu- 
sical instruments, articles, rugs 
shawls, toys, phutographs. 
and parasols. 

Dutiable goods include 
plate, linen, unless used 
abroad for a wear or more. Goods in the 
plece are dutiable, but a suit or dress 
length of material is allowed free to 
each passenger. This is the first time 
the Treasury Department has 
Stated the articles which are 
the $100 free allowance. 

All cigars and cigarettes must be de- 
clared. Each passenger over 18 (this is 
said to include women) may bring in free 
of duty 5) cigars or 300 cigarettes if for 
the bona fide use of such passenger. Such 
cigars and cigaretteg will be in addition 
to the articles included within the $100 
exemption. Now residents, as before, will 
not be entitled to any exemption, but will 
be allowed to bring in their own personal 
wearing apparel and toilet articles re- 
gardiess of their value.

RETORT FROM THEIR LAWYERS 





They Contend in a Letter That the 
Medical Society Is Going to the 
Point of Persecution. 





Recriminations were in order yester- 
day between the County Medical Society 
and the Christian Scientists ag to the 
method of procedure by which the Scien- 
tist practitioners are being’ prosecuted 
at the instance of the physicians. In a 
statement outlining the position of the 
Medical Society in regard to the prosecu- 
tions Almuth C. Vandiver, its counsel, 
accuses the Christian’ Scientists of bad 
faith. a 

“When Willis Vernon Cole was ar- 
rested,”” says Mr. Vandiver, “his coun- 
sel stated in court that 


a judicial 
relating to the religious, practices as set 
out in the statute. Despite thig state- 
ment, the prosecution was removed from 
the jurisdiction of the Court of Special 
Sessions, which is held by three Justices 
without a jury, to the Court of General 
Sessions, where all trials are before 
juries. 

“Juries are judges of facts; questions 
of law may be determined only by Judges. 
In the Cole case there was no controversy 
as to the facts. The question was sub- 
mitted to Magistrate Freschi solely on the 
law, and he determined the matter ad- 
versely to the defendant. 

“The Court of Special Sessions for 
many years has tried and determined 
cases involving a construction of the med- 
ical statutes, and it is before this court 
that the Medical Society is desirous of 
obtaining as speedily as possible a deter- 
mination of the legality of mental healing 
practices. Qemovals of such cases from 
the Court of Special Sessions to courts 
where trials are had exclusively before 
juries will not expedite the determination 
of legal questions, but, on the contrary, 
on account of more congested calendars,

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THE HATTERS’ CASE REVERSAL. 
The review and reversal by the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, on a writ of 


error, of the judgment of the Connecti- 


cut District Court in the Danbury Hat-, 


ters’ case affords an admirable illus- 
tration of the solicitude of the Judges 
of our courts to protect the rights of 
litigants against the results of possible 
error on the part of their brethren of 
the bench. Judge LAcomsBe’s opinion, 
in which Judges Cox and NoYEs con- 
cur, is sufficient to refute reams of 
railing at the courts as tribunals ever 
ready to extend their protection over 
privilege, but indifferent to the plead- 
ing of the humble litigant. It is an 
ancient right, the right to have a cause 
passed upon by a jury of twelve men, 
that the Circuit Court sets up as a 
shield over the defendant labor union, 
although in this case it happens that 
the labor union appears to be guilty as 
charged in the complaint. The history 
of this case is well worthy the study of 
those professional friends of man wno 
insist that no political idea or institu- 
tiom antedating the coming of BRYAN 
or the coming of RoosEvEtT is worth 
preserving. 

When Loewe, the Danbury hat man- 
ufacturer, found that the boycott of 
the Hatters’ Union against his shop, 
because he had refused to unionize it, 
was, in fact, ruining his trade, he 
brought suit under the Anti-Trust law 
to punish the boycotters as conspira- 
tors and to put an end to their efforts 
to ruin him.

of damages.” By pursuing this ceurse 
the court, as was contended, 
the function the jury in passing 
upon the credibility of witnesses, 
weighing the conflicting testimony.

There is nothing especially new in the 
doctrine of the decision of the Customs 
Court as to the effect of the “ favored 
nation’ clause on concessions under 
the reciprocity provision of the Tariff 
act of 1897.

A burned finger, Dr. ANDREWS. as- 
serts or asSeverates, is not a subject for 
deliberate consideration and careful 
choice of language. “It is natural,” he 
“to break out with some swear 
word, some oath. which has served 
mankind for many ages.” He believes 
that “‘swear words” are a necessary 
mode of expressing startled and violent 
emotion. Persons who are learning to 
play golf, and some even who are rath- 
er advanced in the technique of that 
sport, may be constrained to admit the 
force of his remarks. But we would, at 
once, draw a distinction between the 
‘cuss words” that are employed by 
way of objurgation and those used with 
intent to blaspheme the Deity. The 
word “expletive” has, indeed, no blas- 
phemous significance; it implies a 
“filling out,” a mere ejaculation of 
vexed or angered or alarmed surprise. 

Of course, he who has most perfect 
control of his moods is least given to 
expletives, and possesses a distinct ad- 
vantage over his less self-contained 
brother in moments of emergency. The 
habitual surrender of reason and intel- 
ligence to one’s emotions, of which the 
employment of oaths is symptomatic, 
not only violates the canons of good 
taste, but is demoralizing and even de- 
bilitating, as physical trainers have 
testified. A swearing athlete is not a 
winner of contests. He lacks “ con- 
trol.” The expletive is never appro- 
priate. It has no innate expressiveness 
—quite the contrary. It is not neces- 
sary, or it woujd not be an expletive. 
It may be inevitable in certain circum- 
stances, but it always denotes bewil- 
derment, inability to cope with the sit- 
uation, or to express properly its sig- 
nificance. Oaths are round, redundant, 
mouth-filling, not mind-serving. But 
they are not always sinful.

The business man of those times 
had more or less contempt for the man 
of science as unpractical and visionary, 
seeking knowledge for its own sake and 
indifferent to whether it could be made 
a source of profit or not. 

Evidently a good many of the manu- 
facturers are wiser than that, now. ‘The 
present complaint against them, as voiced 
by Prof. WALKER, who teaches industrial 
chemistry in the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, is that the discoveries 
made in the many laboratories main- 
tained by the larger business corpora- 
tions are treated as trade secrets and 
carefully concealed from other scientists, 
as well as from business rivals and com- 
petitors. 

Of course, this habit, if it has come to 
be generally followed in the industria! 
world, is a serious obstacie to the gen- 
eral advancement of pure science, so 
called. It necessitates an enormous du- 
plication of effort, in that several or 
many investigators have to grope through 
the dark toward an end which another 
has already reached. Were it revealed 
te them their energies could be other- 
wise used, greatly to the common ad- 
Vantage. 

That is the true scientific view, with- 
out a doubt, and Prof. WaLKER says 
that it should be the business view also. 
To prove this contention, he says, first, 
that many of the carefully guarded se- 
crets are already possessed by more than 
one owner, having been independently 
acquired, and, second, that if every pos- 
sessor of one of these secrets were 
contribute it to the common stock of 
knowledge his small apparent loss would 
be much more than made up by the priv- 
lege of using that coming in from all 
other sources, : 

That sounds like straight logic and 
good argument, too, but it may not con- 
vince the man whose one trade secret is 
a considerable part of his capital that 
he could get a greater, or even-_as great, 
benefit from the knowledge of secrets 
not in his ‘“‘ line.’’

GOOD CROPS IN SIGHT. 


Business Needs Now Only to Get Un- 
der Headway Toward Prosperity. 


Tue TIMES has received the following 
letter, bearing a Texas date, from a gen- 
tleman whose high responsibilities in the 
railroad world have made him @ careful 
and competent observer of crop and 
business conditions throughout the coun- 
The letter is significant of the 
more hopeful view of those who are look-~ 
ing beyond some of the unfavorable near- 
by conditions to the reassuring promise 
of great prosperity to come: 





I have traveled several thousand 
,miles in the country west and south- 
west of the Mississippi, every section 

‘of which within the past two weeks 
has had splendid rains. Well-posted 
farmers tell me that while rains in 
May will mature the wheat to better 
advantage, they regard a good crop 
as now in sight. Missouri, Oklahoma, 
and North Texas are increasing their 
grain production, and the wheat crops 
are made in these Southern States. 

Corn is up, strong and healthy. In 
the southern portion cotton is up in 
some places, and general planting is, 
going on, which, with the excellent 
condition of the soil, will certainly 
start it along in perfect condition. 

The Supreme Court decisions yet un- 
rendered may cause temporary hesita- 
tion, but the country never presented 
stronger possibilities, with a greater 
number of people out of debt, with 
more money in the country banks and 
financlal centres, than exist at present: 

We cannot fully realize the high 
standard of development and pros- 
perity that this country will see when 
we again get under good headway, 
compared with what we have ex- 
perienced heretofore. Our rapid ad- 
vancement within the last fifteen 
years had reached a point through 
too great extension of credit and ex- 
pansion of many business manufact- 
uring concerns where, by the change 
from the old business methods to 
new business imethods, business un- 
certainties resulted, causing the bot- 
tom to give way, while under exist- 
ing conditions, with all business ad- 
justed to new methods, which we are 
now working under, and with the rail- 
roads and other business interests 
working on a cash basis, and not 
overburdened by extensions and future 
obligations, our next big step forward 
will be upon an entirely more sub- 
stantial basis than was the case when 
we pushed so rapidly ahead during 
our big boom and prosperous days.

Potash in Grass of Parks.

By analyzing grass it is found to contain 
about 50 per cent. more potash than any of the 
other elements. When growing it, should the 
soil contain only 25 per cent. of soluble 
potash the yield would be approximately one- 
half of a crop, even though all the other neces- 
sarvY available fertilizers in the soil were 
sufficient for a full crop. For successful farm- 
ing all plant foods must be in proportion to the 
plant’s requirements, for the value of a crop 
is in proportion to its least available fertilizing 
element, dD.

THE SPHINX’S RIDDLE. 
Disagrees with Prof. Reisner’s Solu- 


tion Referring to Its Headdress. 


T'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me in the columns of your important 
paper to challenge the alleged assertion of 
Prof. Reisner of Boston, which appears in your 
paper to-day, that the ‘‘ Riddle of the Sphinx ”’ 
is solved by a fancied resemblance in either 
countenance or ‘‘ millinery ’’ to any Egyptian 
King. Neither does its proximity to any 
temple, pyramid, or other monument account 
for its salient characteristics. 

The Sphinx headdress is that found on the 
Be ari of numerous Egyptian Kings and 
Queens, and that because of the very ancient 
custom of embodying in ceremonial dress the 
insignia ot attributes of gods or divinity in 
general. 

I could show Frof. Reisner many instances 
where not*only the characteristic headdress of 
the Sphinx, but other features of that monru- 
ment, are studiously embodied in the poses 
of bygone Egyptian rulers. The question is, 
therefore, less where the Egyptian Kings got 
these decorative features than ‘‘ Where aid the 
and ‘‘ What was the 





Sphinx? ”’ 

I am prepared to demonstrate to, the satisfac- 
tion of Prof. Reisner or any one else that the 
Sphinx idea is older than any recorded Egyp- 
tian dynasty, and that !t is not, in fact, of 
Egyptian origin at all, but the product of the 
Chaldaean Magi and more probably inherited 
py them from the more ancient Medes, 

Like all of the ancient divinities and sym- 
polisms of divine nature, it was derived from 
astronomy, and mors particularly in this case 
from the combination of the signs of Leo and 
Virgo in the Zodiacal Circle. This combination 
of two Zodiacal signs into one, possibly to ex- 
press a month over which both preside, is 
found in many instances. For instance, where 
Virgo and Leo would blend into a woman- 
headed lion Virgo and Libra (on the other 
side) would become the figure with the scales, 
of which our modern expression ts the figure 
of *‘ Justice.’’ Sagittarius and Scorpio ap- 
pear as a combined figure on Assyrian monu- 
ments and on colns of thé Seljouk Turks. 
This matter might be pursued much further. 
The Sphinx type was adopted by the Phoe- 
nicians, Cretans, and Hellenes generally, among 
whom it is more often winged and the head 
is always that of a woman. The Egyptian 
type, however, is the oldest of all, the proof 
being along a line of reasoning and demonstra- 
tion which has no bearing upon any particular 
monarch having given his own countenance to 
a figure of the Sphinx, for which there exists 
absolutely no reason why he should not have 
done so if he wanted to. There is a still 
greater ‘‘ Riddle of the Sphinx,’ and it is 
older than the oldest Egyptian Pharaoh.

Captain Who Lost Three, Ships. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your article of the Oth iInst., entitled 
** Losing a Ship Ends a Captain’s Career,’’ is 
found a curious oppositeness in the experience 
of Capt. Edward F. Lakeman during my old 
whaling days in the middle of the last cent- 
ury. 

His first voyage as a commander was in the 
ship Malay of Salem, Mass. He sailed March 
26, 1842, and lost his vessel in the Mozam- 
bique Channel in July of the same year. His 
owners, hdéwever, gave him another ship, the 
Emerald of Salem, which sailed in September, 
1843, and which was wrecked off Port Dauphin 
in March, 1845. He then was given still an- 
other ship, the Alto of New Bedford, and sailed 
in her Sept. 14, 1847, arriving safely home 
with a good cargo Aug. 16, 1851. The owners 
then bull@ him a new ship, the Lancer of New 
Bedford, in which he sailed for his old cruis- 
ing grounds June 15, 1852, arriving home May 
11, 1856, with a record voyage—full, chock-a- 
block—with 2,200 barrels of sperm oil. 

His next voyage was in the Cortes of New 
Bedford, sailing July 8, 1857: She was burned 
by the crew off Cape Crusade, in March, 1858. 

His next and final voyage was in the Mer- 
cury of New Bedford, sailing June 28, 1859, 
and returning in October, 1862, with a fair 
catch. 

Thus {t will be seen that as master for 
twenty years he had lost three ships and 
brought safely home the same number. He al- 
ways went sperm whaling and to the Indian 
Ocean groundé, and was best known in the 
fleet by the title of ‘‘ Bully ’’ Lakeman, from 
his drastic discipline aboard ship, and on re- 
turning home from his various voyages was 
usually made answerable to the courts for his 
severities when afloat, such as ‘‘tricing up in 
the rigging ’’ and similar amiable peculiarities 
in vogue during those days. His Quakér owners, 
however, always stood ready to foot those bills,

He 
was himself educated as a civil engl- 
neer, and held a steam and mechanical 
engineer’s license from New York City, 
but there was a curious trend to his 
brain which turned him toward the fer- 
‘reting out of mental pugzies. 

He said of himself that at the age of 
10 he took a great interest in chess 


problems and was successfully pitted 
against some of the best chess players 
of the country Before he was 20 he 
had worked out a number of tho kind of 
popular problems which excite tho in- 
terest of everybody, and he had sufficient 
commercial instinct to turn this pro- 
ensity to a moneymaking advantage. 
Mr. Loyd's most profitable idea was 
‘The Donkey” puzzle, of which 1,000,- 
000,000 were sold, but others, not less 
clever though hardly so financially profit- 
able, were the ‘“ Fifteen Block’’ puzzle, 
‘Pigs in Clover,” ‘ Parchesi;’”’ and “ Get 
Off the Earth.”’ 

Apart from his puzzles Mr. Loyd was 
for a time the editor of The Sanitary _Iin- 
gineer and a shrewd operator in Wall 
Street. In. all his financial dealings, 
however, he steered clear of ‘margin 
gambling, and operated only with stocks 
which he had bought outright. He also 
wrote for a number of magazines.

On the other hand, unrestricted money 
making, like any other dissipation, is not 

ood for the health of the body politic. 

“he chief manifestation of the disease is 
fn the extremes of wealth and poverty 
the former of which is unnecessary and 
the latter ethically and therefore morally 
wrong. Because poverty is wrong it will 
mot be permitted to continue always. 

** Among the factors of progress in our 
&0Gial organization, perhaps the most po- 
tent are the employers of labor, the man- 
egers of men. The social reformer who 
would effect his reforms through the em- 
ployer is confronted with the task of in- 
creasing the employes’ wages and at the 
Same time increasing the employer's prof- 
its. It is the instinctive desire of every 
employer to promote the welfare of his 
employes to the fullest possible extent so 
long as it does not interfere with his prof- 
its. His philanthropy and” good will do 
not extend much beyond this. 

‘In proportion as the magnitude of the 
business increases the importance of the 
personality of the leader decreases and 
that of the system and organization 
through which he exercises his person- 
ality increases. The measure of the effi- 
clency of an organization is the extent to 
which the enthusiasm of thr individuals 
in it is maintained through the organ- 
ization and not through the personality of 
the man at the head of it. 

“Whenever the employer can create 
the feeling that the sole object of his of- 
ficial existence is to get the most out of 
his employes for the money invested in 
them, and that he realizes that this can 
be done only with the best paid, most 
contented employes, he has won his point 
and need waste no further effort to de- 
stroy unionism.”’

The increase for December, 
for instance, was approximately $435,000,- 
000, that for January, $41,000,000, and 
February's gain over the same month in 
1910 was $38,000,000. 

One of the features of the report was 
the falling off in cotton exports, the total

The map, while not entirely un- 
favorable, indicated an overabundance of mois- 
ture, which it was thought would delay plant- 
fing.

Mayor Gaynor spent yesterday after- 
noon at Fire Headquarters in East Sixty- 
seventh Street, presenting Honor Medals 
te twenty-two brave firemen and two 
foremen who have distinguished ‘them- 
selves by having the best disciplined fire 
companies in the last two years. 

A--crowd filled the trial room on the 
third floor of Fire Headquarters when the 


men’s uniforms. After this formality was 
over every one adjourned to the iraining 
yard to watch probationary firemen in 


hazardous scaling ladder and fire net ex- 
ercises under the direction: of Fire Chief 
rkin. 

Mayor Gaynor made a little speech be- 
fore he gave out the = Mag Ts 4 He said that 
the Fire and the Police Departments of 
this city were ‘“‘not excelled anywhere 
on the globe.’’ He described a climb which 
he had made with some “ puffing fire- 
men’? through the Asch building ruins. 
The loss of life at that fire could not 
have been prevented by the Fire Depart- 

ment, he said. The Mayor remarked quite 
incidentally that his administration had 
succeeded in taking $3,000,000 of liquor 
graft and as many millions of gambling 
graft from the Police Department. Alto- 
sether he said this: 

I am very glad to pause in my work at the 
City Hall to come up here to give these 
brave men the medals for meritorious work 
and rescuing people from death. There are 
a great many people in the City of New 
York who know very little about the brave 
firemen and police of the city, who do their 
work as a matter of course, and doing it 
for the best interests of the whole com- 
munity. If I was to read to you some of 
the letters against the Police and Fire De- 
partments in general you would be aston- 
ished. You would not think there was any- 
bedy in the city who would be guilty of 
such abuse. 

_ We had a great fire here recently, and 

everything was done, but nevertheless there 

was a great loss of life. No one could have 
stopped it. “You did all that you could to 
prevent it, but it was not prevented. I have 
myself taken the trouble to go up there to 
this building and climb up ten floors with 
the Commissioner here, who is a great deal 
heavier in a way than I am, and some other 
big firemen who puffed a lot, and we 
looked over the floors where the fire oc- 
curred. The building is an absolutely fire- 
proof building, but these floors were adopted 
to a particular kind of manufacturing of 
inflammable material, strewed all over the 
fioors, and it went up like that, (indicating 

with a wave of the hand) when some one 
threw a vigarette into it. There was a less 
of life. but this could not have been pre- 
vented, and even though it w: as & fireproof 
building it doesn’t seem possible, where 
manufacturing is being carried on; and all 
sorts of abuse has been heaped upon the 
firemen, but from my understanding the 
firemen of the Fire Department of the City 
of New York here are the finest body of 
men in the whole world, 

I received a letter from a clergyman in 
this city who heaped abuse on the firemen, 
and I “replied in a kindly letter regarding 
his statements that our ladders were not 
large enough and that we ought to have 
heavier streams; that I hoped he would sit 
down and write me where it was possible 
to get men just like that. 

Now. just look what they are doing to the 
Police Department and the Police Commis- 
sioner. We have succeeded in taking 
$3.000.000 of liquor graft and as many 
millions of gambling graft, and I tell you 
those who are losing that graft are the 
people who are making the biggest noise in 
the City of New York, and there are some 
newspapers in the City of New York who 
call themselves respectable who aid in that 
kind of noise, but neither the Mayor of the 
city nor any Police Commissioner is to be 
removed, for he is an honest Police Com- 
missioner and we have as splendid a body of . 
policemen as we have on the face of this 
earth, and they only want to be treated 
right from the Commissioner down ani 
prevent all from taking graft, and that is 
what we want.

are not excelled anywhere on the

think that I am competent to judge.

PROTEST FROM ST. JOSEPH’S. 


Head of the Asylum Threatens to Re- 
ceive No More Public Charges. 


A controversy has arisen between the 
State Board of Charities and city officials 
on one hand, and the Rev. Joseph A. 
Schneider, President and Treasurer of St. 
Joseph's Orphan Asylum at Eighty-ninth 
Street and Avenue A, on the other, which, 
it is understood, has resulted in Father 
Schneider's threatening in a letter to re- 
ceivesno more children committed to his 
institution by the courts and poor-law 
officers. Just what he wrote to the State 
Board of Charities, neither President 
Stewart of the board nor Secretary Heb- 
berd would tell, nor would Controller 
Prendergast divulge the contents of a sim- 
ilar letter which Father Schneider is said 
to have sent to him. The contents of the 
first letter may be made public when the 
State Board of Charities meets to-day. 

The difficulty, it is said, arose out of 
the proposal of the asylum, because of the 


rapid growth of its business, to erect a 
new $1,000,000 home. According to its 
report of January, 1910, the asylum held 
481 boys and 287 girls at that time, of 
which only eighty-eight were sent by par- 
ents or guardians, while 680 were public 
charges. he treasurer’s report in 1910 
likewise showed that there was received 
from all sources $100,238 for the care of 
766 orphans, of which all except $6,703 
came from the city Treasury. 

Father Schneider, it is said, found that 
the new rules of the State Board of Chari- 
ties concerning air space, stairways, and 
other details looking toward the safety 
of the young .charges kept there would 
interfere with his plans for the new build- 
ing, and concluded that to conform to the 
regulations would be practicaHy to turn 
the institution’s management over to the 
State. Thereupon, it is said, he wrote an 
angry protest. 

Since then, {t {s said, Father Schneider 
has somewhat regretted his action, and it 
is intimated that he wrote another letter 
suggesting that the whole matter be 
dropped. It was impossible to learn yes- 
terday whether the State Board will carry 
out its rules after the disagreement is 
patched up. 


HELD FOR BURNING CHILD. 


Girl Accuses Negress of Putting Her 
Hands on Red-Hot Coals. 


Mrs. Mary Filenette, a negress of 19 
Nicholson Street, was sent to jail in de- 
fault of $5,000 bail yesterday by Police 
Judge Hahn in Newark, charged with ex- 
treme cruelty to an ll-year-old child. 

The child, Amy M. Corse, repeated in 
court a story she had previously to'd to 
her mother, that Mrs. Filenette held her 
hands on red-hot coals in the kitchen 
stove because she had eaten two crullers 
she found im a closet. Mrs. Filenette 
is charged also with not only refusing to 
dress the wounds, but with having Tre- 


moved from the child’s hands bandages 
put there by a public school nurse. 

Amy has lived with Mrs. Filenette for 
six months because her mothor, havin 
several other small children, was gla 
to be relieved of her cayea Mrs. Filenette 
declares that the child developed a habit 
of stealing, once taking $5. ‘At that 
time she was told that she would be se- 
verely punished if she ever took any- 
thing else. She admitted takin the 
crullers, but said she did not think she 
had been guilty of stealing, because it 
was food and she was hunetfy. 

Mrs. Filenette then seized her, Amy 
said in court, and dragged her to the 
kitchem stove, holding one of her hands 
on the coalg until her fingers were Se- 
verely burned. Despite her screams, she 
said, the woman turned her around and 
attempted to put the fingers of the other 
hand on the coals, but she managed to 
break loose after only the thumb of the 
second hand had been scorched. She 
ran upstairs screaming, and Mrs. File- 
nette followed her and beat her over the 
back with a piece of rope. 

The story of the child could not be 
shaken. The mother of the child de- 
clared that when she accused Mrs. File- 
nette of doing the burning she admitted 
it and said that she merely meant to 
teach Amy not to steal. In court Mrs.
